Nashville, Tenn., Oce. 13.—Prohibi­ 
tion la wenforcement, the theme to 
come before the extraordinary session 
l ot the General Assembly, convened 


j today at the call of Gov. Hooper, was 
| put on the legislative ways by regu­ 
lar and independent Democratic mem­ 
bers at a meeting designated as a love 
feast The brief session of the Leg­ 
islature was peaceful. Routine bus­ 
iness was transacted harmoniously 
and without the presence of gunmen, 
who threw a preceding session of the 
house into a turmoil a few days ago, 
when the same subject was under 
consideration. Apparently 
the only 
feature friends of the proposed meas­ 
ures are seriously concerned about 
is whether their colleagues, the foes 
of anti-liquor laws, will conduct a 
filibuster. 
The meeting today of regulars and 
independents was the first move in 
what promises to be a strenuous per­ 
iod for the lawmakers. It was held in 
the Supreme Court room and was at­ 
tended by a large number. A chairman 
was appointed and after a brief dis­ 
cussion a committee of ten was ap­ 
pointed to draft a bill. The measure, 
it was the sense of the meeting should 
provide means for the enforcement 
of the prohibition law already upon 
the statute books. The anti-jug bills, 
reported at a previous session, were 
indorsed and slated to be presented at 
this meeting of the General Assembly. 
Another measure providing for the re­ 
moval of derelict officials was sanc­ 
tioned and an effort will be made to 
pass it 
The propositions before the extra 
session include laws to prohibit or 
regulate shipments of liquor into the 
state and also intrastate shipments, to 
pnovide for th# removal by Courts of 
city and county Officers failing to en­ 
force the law, and to provide for the 
abatement of the saloons, gambling 1 
and disorderly houses as nuisances on 
the motion of citizens. Friends of the 
bills claim seventeen votes la the sen­ 
ate, a majority, and in the house on 
preliminary moves fifty, also a major­ 
ity, with many more on a final vote. 
Plans of the opposition have been 
kept secret.

NUMEROUS MEASURES SUBMIT- 
TED FOR SPECIAL ELECTION 
AUGUST 5. * 


Oklahoma City, July ll.—Voters in 
Oklahoma will have no less than sev­ 
en questions, and possibly six or sev­ 
en more, to vote upon at the special 
election to be held on August 5. There 
are six referenduni^questions to be 
submitted to the people, and should 
the governor give his approval to a 
resolution passed by the legislature, 
another referendum question will be 
placed on the ballot, thus making sev­ 
en to be voted upon. In addition to 
these which are certain to be sub­ 
mitted, there are eight petitions pre­ 
sumably in circulation fof signatures 
to have the questions submitted to the 
people, but no attempt will be made, 
it is said, to have two of the pro­ 
posed initiative measures 
presented 
at the August 5 election. 
Perhaps the most important refer­ 
endum measure to be voted upon is 
the proposed amendment to Article 9, 
Section 9 of the constitution, which 
was referred to the people by act of 
the legislature in passage of Senate 
Joint Resolution No. *3. The question 
involved in this measure is whether 
the constitution shall be amended as 
to allow any foreign or domestic rail­ 
road to lease, buy or sell, or dispose 
of any property or acquire any prop­ 
erty, and franchises in the state of 
Oklahoma, providing that the consent 
of the corporation commission is ob­ 
tained. 
Another 
important 
referendum 
measure is that which refers Section 
18 of the new mining bill to the peo­ 
ple. The miners objected to the one 
se c tio n ^ the, bill, which has to do 
with the method of mining coal, and 
a petition was circulated throughout 
the state by Pete Hanraty and others 
with the result that nearly 20,000 sig­ 
natures were obtained,asking that the 
section be voted upon. 
Other referendum questions to~"be 
voted upon are: 
Proposed amendment to the con­ 
stitution giving all counties the right 
of option on questions of abolishing 
township government. 
The question of whether a new 
hoard of agriculture shall be created 
in lieu of the 
present hoard. The 
measure provides that a new board 
shall be created to* be composed of 
five members, the 
members to be 
practical farmers. 
The new 
board 
•would also act as a board of regents 
for all agricultural schools 
in 
the 
state. Senator 
Barrett 
and others 
were authors of the resolution author 
izing the submission of the question. 
A measure to provide that all taxes 
levied for maintenance of the com­ 
mon schools of the state upon prop­ 
erty of public service corparations 
which operate in more than one noun 
ty in the state, to be paid into the 
common school fund of the state and 
distributed per capita. 
A proposed amendment to the con­ 
stitution, to give 'he legislature pow­ 
er to levy taxes in aid of the commo i 
schools of the state, to provide tor 
apportionment and distribution there­ 
of among school districts in which a 
ten mill ad valeroem levy and mouey 
derived from all other sources is in­ 
sufficient to maintain common schools 
for five months in a year, giving to 
such districts out of said found here­ 
by authorized such additional sum as 
is necessary to maintain schools there 
in for five months in each year.
